THAT CONSTITUTION. 


The question may 
well 
be 
a ked: 
What sort of document is the constitu 
tion of the United States that it should 
be in danger of destruction especially 
during every presidential election, or 
whenever a good thing is proposed in 
congress? 
T he T elegraph would not 
for a moment depreciate that patriotism 
which would s ta nd b y the constitution 
“ now and forever’’ as the great Webster 
suggested, but it is inclined to seriously 
remark that great and good men consider 
our national and constitution a much more 
fragile instrument than it really is. 
The 
other day the supreme court noticing that 
several States had prohibited the sale of 
intoxicating liquors, as every body sup 
posed that a State had a right to do and 
the Judges in mousing around in forgot­ 
ten lore found that as these prohibitory 
law* prevented the shipping of whisky 
and its concomitant |K)isons, when racked 
off in barrels, kegs, jugs, bottles and oth 
er original packages, from distilleries and 
breweries at Peoria to such temperance 
towns as Clinton, it was unconstitutional. 
The constitution provides that congress 
alone shall regulate the commerce be­ 
tween the States and they held clearly 
that these rigid prohibition law* were in­ 
compatible with the fumyunentl laaw of 
the land 
The idea is that Nick l’lien of 
Dixon, Illinois, has aright under the con­ 
stitution to ship a keg of be« *r to Iowa, if 
there is any one in that Stale w h o wants 
his beer. 
The ink by which the judges wrote the 
decision was hardly dry when members 
o f congress representing temperance con­ 
stituents hold an informal meeting at the 
nearest saloon (called restaurant) on Cap 
ital Hill and after a round or two of c<Ktk 
tails and gin slings, resolved that some 
thing must lie done at once. 
To call at 
tention to the queer notions that our 
statesmen entertain regarding the consti 
tution is the aim of these remarks 
That 
ancient document must he fixed up in the 
matter of that interstate commerce clause 
which gives whiskv a show with other 
wet groceries. 
Suffice it to say that the 
court decission practically rendered nuga­ 
tory all State laws on the liquor question, 
w hether prohibitory, local option or high 
license 
All thi* however i* only explan­ 
atory 
The debate in both House 
of 
congress on the proposition which would 
lead to a law defining the meaning of our 
charter of liberty developed queer phases 
of 
anxiety 
among 
statesmen for 
the 
safety of the constitution 
Mr Call, of Florida, wa 
opposed to 
the patching up measure and de-ired to 
know arctislically if the constitution “ ex 
erupted liquor from the subjects of com­ 
merce 
The senator from Alabama, when -ome 
member spoke in favor of the new 
l a w as 
only granting to the .States certain ‘ po 
lice powers,” came to the rescue by pro­ 
claiming that he could find nothing in the 
constitution about “ police law* ” 
Eus* 
tis, of Louisiana, and Coke, of Texaa, 
were much alarmed that such a Uw should 
he proposed as it was against the spirit of 
the constitution for it really proposed to 
interpret the fundamental law in h “ dif- | 
ferent manner from that given by the su­ 
preme court, which would be uullifh *- 
tion.” 
Here, now, you see the strange feature 
of constitutional trouble. 
Every Btate of j 
the Union desires to regulate the liquor j 
traffic by its own law* 
each State ha* , 
done so during all these many year*, by 
the decision of the court only one form 
of the traffic is taken from the State. The i 
proposed law gives to all the State* a cer- j 


t u n 
right 
which 
the general govern 
ment doe* not want and cannot well ex 
ercise: and which the States desire, and 
yet we find senators who fought in a 
bloody war four vear* to destroy a con­ 
stitution that they now fear will be >h» t 
tered in pieces if congress gives a State 
the right to say that it will not permit 
whisky Jo be sold within its limits. 
Still 
more strange, Fastis, Coke and company 
fought in the Confederate armv hoping 
to destroy the constitution and the Union 
the pretended object of which was to es­ 
tablish State Rights and here now is pro 
posed a law to give to the States rights 
that congress does not w ant and these 
ov< mice statesmen are alarmed that a 
clause in tin- constitution in some manner 
will be disregarded. 
Iu days before the war when the poll 
tteians were 
looking for a pretext to 
smash the constitution it was not strange 
thnt the honored document wt.s constant­ 
ly in peril, imaginary or otherwise, but 
now that all honorable men, north ami 
south, are supposed to be loyal the fun 
dnmental law should be comparatively 
safe. 
The files of T he T elegraph show 
that back in the fifties it was no uncom­ 
mon thing for the constitution to run the 
gauntlet, so to speak, of the politicians' 
threats, 
livery now'uud then in those 
day* there would come news that regi 
ments of soldiers, war vessels and batter 
ie* had been dispatched to Boston, or 
some other seaport, for the startling dan 
ger >ignal was put out at Washington that 
the constitution and the Union were in 
peril!! 
And what wa* the cause of the 
great alarm you may well ask? 
Why a 
colored man residing m the Gulf States 
had taken a trip to New England. 
A man 
on the sweat of whose brow the ehhalrie 
southron depended for hi* bread bad 
struck. 
In short, a nigger was loose! ' 
That was i II 
That was bad, to he sure, but, really a 
keg of beer rolling about Clinton, Iowa 
even grant ing that it got t here from Clear* 
Brewery as regular freight, should not, 
in these (lava of good will, endanger the 
constitution. 
Better knock it in the head, 
a disposal that could not lie made of the 
anti-helium cause of/lunger to the Union 
and constitution.
